through the city, The designers of 
the new Harry Wilf Park in Inde- 
pendence Park hope that their 
Current project will be the spot 
both residents and tourists see as 
ΒΝ oasis — literally -- with the only 
major waterworks in a park in 
this increasingly hectic city, 

Over the years, Independence 
Park has beon seen as a “black 
hole’’ in the middle of the city, a 
known drug hangout and general- 
ly ἃ territory. for undesirables. 
Walking through the dark- park: at 
night, one can sometimes sense 
the sleaze in the air, The park is 
not well-lighted and in paris can 
be downright scary. uo ὁ 

By day, it now looks.similar to 
the war zone it once was in, 1948 
during-the War’ of Independence, 
Where it. was used as a battlefield 


for Jewish, and. Arab tzoops; who

The park has shrunk over time, 
a8 part was given for residential 
and commercial use, The most 
obvious landmark within the park 
is the Sheraton Plaza Hotel. 

Strewn with stone, sand, dirt, 
Irrigation hoses, and some con- 
struction material, the renova- 
tion’s guts are fully exposed in a 
walk through the park.

nating closet chaos does not 

lie in whether you choose 
wire mesh or melamine to prace 
the interiors of this small but vital 
space in the home. It is really 
more in whether you can manuge 
to part with clothing that may 
have romantic but not practical 
value. Or at least shuffle it to 
another location, 

Some thoughts on all of this, 
whether you live in a house or 
apartment: Do a serious wardrobe 
weeding. A common rule is uny- 
thing not worn for one or two years 
is out. If you really have no budget 
for closet accessories, at least tke 
everything out of your existing 
closet, give the space a fresh cout 
of paint and put back only those 
things you really wear. 

(Don’t paint the hanging τοῦ, 
The paint will eventually start 
flaking off. Stainless -steel or 
unpainted wood rods are best.) 
Go through your clothing and 
make a pile of things that need to 
be mended or altered before you 
can wear them aguin, Then either 
fix them yourself, tuke them to a 
seanisiress or tailor or get rid of 
them. Clothing with stains that 
haven't come clean through 
repeated cleanings or washings 
should also be thrown out or given 
away. Keeping shoes off the floor 
is occurrent trend in closet organi- 
zation. If you can't afford fancy 
built-ins, consider a hanging shoe

Jammed rods and jumbled, 
tumbling stacks of sweatshirts 
can be a flashpoint for crank- 
iness. They have spawned an 
industry reaching out to those

In 1994, the closct-storage 
business topped $619 million 
in sales, according to Home 
Furnishings Network, a week- 
ly New York wade publication. 

“Closets are the biggest area 
of storage in the home,” says 
Craig Moeller, vice president 
of marketing for Closetmaid, 
un Ovata, Fla.-based manufac- 
turer with sales of more than 
$100 million a year. 

Most buyers - of custom 
closet services are women, 
ages 35 to 55, industry ἢ 
sources say. “But when you 
get a man that’s into clothes, 
il surpasses any experience you

have with women,” says 
. Michaela Clancy, a designer for 
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California Closet. She's seen 
male customers with 400 
pairs of shoes or 500 golf 
shirts. “I can set it up so it 
louks liké a pro shop.” 

Over the years, builders, ear- 
penters, architects and interior 
designers have addressed the 
size and shapé of closets, but 
they couldn't control the 
chaos. To do that, a specialized 
industry has prown to fill a 
column in «the American 
Yellow Pages under “Closets.” 

Do-il-yourself storage prod- 
ucts line several aisles in home 
centers, Even children are get- 
ting their closets “done.” 

Why? The ever-present 
“hope that breaking the closet 
into understandable chunks, 
using baskets, cubbyholes, 
drawers and -compartments, 
will encourage orderliness. 


But order doesn’t come 


cheap. Professionals charge 
from $255 to $600 and up for 
customizing and installing a 
well-ordered alternative to a 
“basic builders’ closet,” also 
called ἢ pole-and-plank. 
(That's the one with a τοῦ 69 
inches off the floor and a 
shelf running along the top.) 
(In Israel the cost, on aver- 
age, is around 30% higher}. 
Self-installed ventilated wire 
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systems can begin with a $28 
slurter kit and end with hundreds 
of doilars* worth of shelf dividers 
and tie racks. 

Realtors love nice-looking clus- 
ets. “Anything that you can do to 
make a house show better is worth 
doing,” says Lynn Kemper 
Steffen, a real-estute agent with 
Prudential Preferred Propczties. 

Americans used free-standing 
wardrobes to store their clothing 
until built-in closets started 
appearing im American homes 
around the 1870s, according to 
historian James M. Goode. Early 
closels were usually dark narrow 
spaces sometimes fitted only with 
hooks. 

Getting wired is one of the most 
common and inexpensive ways to 
refigure closets. Shelving and 
drawer units made of coated sicel 
wire offer ventilation, visibility 
und accessibility -- and usually a 
lifetime warranty against chipping 
and pecling, 

The wire systems on the market 
can expand the usuble space in u 
typical cluset by 50 percent. man- 
ufacturers claim. On the down 
side, slik lingerie has a tendency 
to fal] through the cracks, and 
your cashimeres might pick up the 
waffle marks of the grid pattern. 

Professional organizers try to 
compurtmentalize space into man- 
ageable sections. Consumers can 
do some of this without buill-ins 
by investing in inexpensive plastic 
Storage boxes in many sizes. ΙΝ 
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adarned with perfuined booms, 

Cascades of color surge from 
buleanies and terraces, while bow- 
ers of flowers abound in the war- 
dens and grotios of the cily.

Two mechanical thumbs help melt away 
tension and soothe tired muscles. Deep 


because the liquid sinks deep into 
the ground. Seeking the water 
from below, the plants grow deep- 
er roots, and yield stronger 
blooms. 

But there is always the danger 
of overwalering. If leaves become 
yellow, that is a sign of too much 
liquid. In that case, reduce the 
amount of water but not the fre- 
quency, says Zeiger. if leaves are 
falling from the plant, it couid be 
an indication of disease or insect 
infestation. He recommends that 
you bring ἃ sample leaf to a nurs- 
ery. Whether the plant is in the 
garden or in a pot on the balcony, 
Zeiger says there is a good chance 
'the infection will spread to other 
plants if not treated immediately. 
One way to ensure the good 
health of a plant is to fertilize it, 
stresses Zeiger. “Natural fertilizer 
is excellent for flowering plants, 
as it nourishes them and encour- 
ages the biological life of the 
organism.” Be they balcony or 
garden plants, the same rules 
apply: Never fertilize during sun- 
shine hours, and do it when the 
soll is moist. Once you begin to 
fertilize, you must continue to do 
so on a regular basis. “The plants 
gel used to it,” explains Zeiger, 
“and if you slop, you give them a 
minishock.” 

Another shock to any living 
organism is cigarette smoke; there- 
fore, Zeiger recommends keeping 
smoke and smokers away from 
plants and flowers. 

Having said all that, what can 
one plant in the midst of summer? 
According to Zeiger some of the 
hardier plants that “can take the 
heat” are annuals such as asters, 
begonias, fuchsia, impatience, 


- marigolds, periwinkles, petunias, 


and portulaca. While plants and 
flowers in themselves are beauti- 
ful adornments to any lawn or bal- 
cony, there are many ways in 
which to make (hem even more 


enhancing, For example, a rock | 


garden on a balcony can create a 
lovely effect. In the aren of the 
dralnage spoul, arrange a series of 


' Clay planters of different heights, 
filled with the plants of your 


choice. Then surround the group- 
Ing with an assortment of large 
tocks and slones. On a larger 
scale, ἢ parden offers a myrind of

within an ornament,” as Reuven 
Applebaum describes it. A land- 
Scape architect and specialist in 
Japanese gardening, Applebaum 
literally builds gardens. 
“Ornament decorates and human- 
izes the surroundings,” explains 
Applebaum. “It unites nature with 
architecture.” To unify the inher- 
ent split between the architecture 
of the home and the landscape of 
the garden, you use ornament, he 
elaborates. To achieve that, you 
can bring the garden into. the 
house or symbolically extend the 
house into the garden. An atrium 
in the vestibule or plants inside 
the house are examples of the for- 
mer. A cormice, an arch, or an 
organic stone bench in the garden 
illustrate the latter. 

In Japan, says Applebaum, a 
pathway in a garden can be an 
ornament in itself. Woven through 
the landscape, it is aesthetically 
beautiful in relationship and intrin- 
Sically beautiful in itself. “The 
points where edges meet call out 
for ornament,” says Applebaum. 
“You create unity by binding them 
together.” Exterior corners, win- 
dows, and garden gates can be 
accented with such items as paving 
stones, mirrors, old shutters, or 
wood sculptures. 

Another way to decorate a win- 
dow, a balcony, or a garden, and 
protect yourself from tao much 
sun is with an awning. According 
io Shimon and Armon Cohen, 
coowners of Eden, an awning is 
the ideal way to enjoy the sunlight 
and fresh air of the outdoors with- 
out being subjected to the heat 
and glare of the sun. Manually or 
electrically operated, these canvas 
canopies are casy to open and 
close and are available in 60 col- 
ors, in an assortment of stripes, 
solids, or floral patterns. 
Exclusive in Jerusalem at 
American Camping are Venezia 
and Super Venezia awnings. 
Manufactured in Israel, they are 
made from mechanisms imported 
from Germany and canvas 
imported from Germany, Italy, 
and Spain. According to propri- 
elor Yehuda Tur, these awnings, 
designed to stand up to the 
strongest Jerusalem winds, are 
among the best in the world. To 
enhance your baleony or garden

Of course, if you want to com- 
mune with ae garden on a more 
one-to-one basis, an excellent way 
to admire your floral fantasia is 
from a horizontal position, lolling 
in a hammock, Fastened belween 
two trees In your garden or 
secured between two posts on 
your balcony, a hammock can be 
an extremely exotic addition to 
your outdoor living space. 

Hammocks are becoming more 
and more popular in Israel, says 
Bob Faber of Tiltan Gardening

Some of the 
old-timers, especially the upstairs 
neighbor, considered their clean- 
liness a challenge. Another dis- 
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turbing factor is that the old court 
is apparently a night time’ haunt 
for drug dealers, 

Yet despite the problems, Ruth 
said, “Ὁ feel that this is the real 
Jewish Jerusatem." She recalled 
the heavy snowstorms of 1992, 
“the white pressing down, the still- 
ness like magic,” and remembered 


with nostalgia her daughter's out- 


door birthday party.one year, . 

The sense of neighborhood is 
still strong here. Remarkably, 
Ruth noted, the local rabbi (now 
there’ is only one small syna- 
gogue) shakes her hand wheney- 
er he sees her on the Sabbath. 
Then there was’Nana, the old 
lady who was “grandmother to 
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the whole neighborhood." Even 
the municipal worker who now 
keeps the court litler-free is con- 
sidered an active community 
member, 

Antonio, a furniture restorer, 
who has lived and worked in Even 
Yisrael for 19 years, related that 
there are fewer children here than 
when he first arrived. He showed

ine his storeroom. “This is where — 


Nana used to live; now the 
pigeons roost here.” 

He was particularly proud of a 
mailbox which he installed in a 
Neighbor’s window. The letters 
are funnelled straight into their 
living room. 

ADJACENT TO Even Yisrael 
at No. 4 Mashiah Baruchoff 
Street is the Sephardi Grand 
Orphanage. Within the secluded 
confines of its quadrangle among 
the orange trees and roses, il is 


difficult to imagine the commo- 


tion of busy downtown Jerusalem 
only meters away.

Gan Yisracl’s creator Yisrael 
Rubin recently passed away. The 
day after his funcral a solitary 
flower, the symbol of some 
unknown -visitor's sympathy and 
apprecintion, was left on the green 
house door. The watering and care 
of the garden have passed on to 
ἘΣ and grandsons. 

5:00 p.m. Another concealed 
pearl is the rough and ready gar- 
den of the Lazarists’ 129-year old 
Isaiah House on Agron Street. 
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The sitent order's green gute is 
usually open and the garden's 
peaceful appeal, uccented by 
quaintly appropriate Biblical quo- 
tations in French, beckons in the 
curious passer-by.In the after- 
noon when 1 dropped in, a young 
man called Assaf Ben-Ari intro- 
duced himself to me as a philoso- 
pher and volunteer worker at four 
orphanages “Everyone needs a 
quiet place and the time to be 
alone; the human mind has a 
requirement for secluded, quiet, 
pretty places in which to think,” 
he explained. 

According (o Ben-Ari, “A quiet 
corner is like sweet honey, Just as 
ἃ (art apple needs a dab of honey 
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to bring out its Mavor, a city needs 
its peaceful, quict corners to mel- 
Jow the hustle and bustle.” 

Ben-Ari led me through Isaiah 
House, up the stairs, over the white- 
washed roof and down again into 
one of my most secret treasures, 
Here is a common garden which | 
had only ever entered through the 
arch at No, 10 Zamenhof Street. Al 
its center is a lowering eucalyptus 
tree, whose trunk has three mail- 
boxes nailed to it for the postman's 
convenience. 

One of the neighbors was sit- 
ting in her garden. Ben-Ari asked 
her how long she had lived 
there. “55 years," was her 
answer, He then proceeded 
in direct Israeli fashion to 
question her about the own- 
ership of her home, ascer- 
taining that it was rented 
from the monks, How much 
rent did she pay? 

The lady explained that she 
putd “an old rent by which 
we understood very little, but 
she added, “That the building 
was in poor condition, and 
over the years we've had to 
invest thousands in its repuir 
and upkeep,” 

6:00 p.m. Shmuel Hanugid 
Street behind the roar of 
King George is a veritable 
string of tranquil gardens in ἃ 
variely Of styles and reli- 
gions. One can find gentle 
refuge at the Ratisbonne 
Monastery, the Har-El 
Synagogue and the mini- 
sculpture garden of the 
Artists’ House. 

None of these provide 
benches, bul one can com- 
mune with nature just as well 
sitting on a low wall or steps 
or even on the grass, 

6:30 p.m. My last stop was 
the plain little park in front 
of Baptis! Church on Narkiss 
Street. Here I met three little 
ones -- Tanya, Yosef and 
Bobby, Bobby was actually 
a puppy the children had 
found that day. His pointed 
ears and sharp eyes remind- 
ed me a littl of his famous name- 
suke, Edinburgh's Greyfriars 
Bobby. I hoped for the children 
that their newly adopted pet would 
be as faithful a friend τὸ them as 
was the original to his master. 

Tanya and Yosef, who were 
waiting for their mother, told me 
that they were from Russia and 
had been in Israel for three or 
four years (the liming warranted a 
certain amotnt of discussion 
between them). They were living 
at the Diplomat Hotel, “ut soon,” 
said little blonde-haired Tanya, 
“we're moving to Kiryat Gat." 

As I returned ‘home in the 
evening after a long, hot, yet sat- 
isfying day, I realized that my
